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A TWO-PRONGED  QUESTION  FOR  FRIENDS 

The  evolutionary  process,  unless  it  is  ended 
altogether  by  our  scientific  advancements,  will 
continue  to  push  mankind  to  new  developments, 
new  truths,  new  dimensions  of  faith. 

Is  there  a turn,  just  around  the  corner  of  his- 
tory, which  is  as  unique  and  significant  to  the 
decades  ahead  as  the  wheel  was  to  primitive 
societv,  or  the  industrial  revolution  to  the  tenth 
century,  or  nuclear  energy  to  our  time? 

Have  we  reached  a new  plateau  in  the  evolu- 
tionary process  which  could  see  a real  flowering 
of  the  power  of  the  spirit?  Like  atomic  energy, 
this  source  of  power  has  always  existed,  always 
been  available.  But  like  atomic  energy,  its  se- 
crets must  be  unlocked  and  given  reality,  trans- 
lated in  terms  of  personal  and  business  relation- 
ships, foreign  trade,  contacts  between  various 
nationalities,  diplomatic  practices  — to  every 
phase  where  one  life  touches  upon  another. 

What  responsibilities  do  Friends  have  to  help 
give  birth  to  a new  Spiritual  Age  if  its  time  has 
come? 

Does  it  recjuire  a declaration  of  faith  or,  to 
use  a scientific  phrase,  “applied  reasearch”  into 
what  Christopher  Fry  called  “exploration  into 
God”?  Is  there  any  widespread  feeling  among 
Friends  that  such  a time  is  indeed  upon  us  — 
that  there  is  a body  of  evidence  that  the  power 
of  the  spirit  does  work  through  non-violence  and 
love  — that  despite  greed,  hate,  fear  and  stupid- 
ity, there  is  probably  more  goodness  in  the  world 
today,  more  concern  for  the  other  fellow,  than 
has  ever  existed  before?  If  the  answer  is  “Yes,” 
how  do  we  spread  the  good  tidings? 

Last  summer  at  Yearly  Meeting,  Cecil  Thomas 
raised  a question  which  he  attributed  to  The 
Christian  Century:  “Why  did  God  choose  this 
time  in  history  to  reveal  to  man  the  secret  of 
nuclear  energy?”  Is  the  answer  that  God  expects 
.something  ecpially  gigantic  in  scope  from  man? 
Has  the  revolutionary  process  indeed  reached 
the  apex  where  man  has  had  put  into  his  hands 
this  great  source  of  physical  energy  because  he 
has  reached  the  stage  where  it  is  required  of 
him  that  he  wi'est  from  his  own  nature  the  reality 
of  spiritual  energy?

This  particular  nuanent,  it  seems  to  me,  calls 
for  an  immediate  practice  of  spiritual  power,  in 


our  response  both  to  Communism  and  to  the 
hysteria  surrounding  anti-Communism.  Does 
not  the  love  of  God  and  devotion  to  country  de- 
mand that  there  be  a body  of  people  who  have 
faith  enough  not  to  react  according  to  what  the 
Communists  do  or  don’t  do,  but  what  a Christian 
should  do?  Fear  is  faithlessness.  How,  then,  are 
we  faithful? 

Margarete  Lachmund,  the  beloved  German 
Friend,  ends  her  pamphlet,  Christians  in  a Di- 
vided World,  in  this  way: 

“For  the  Christian,  something  much  greater 
is  at  stake:  through  their  lives  they  must  become 
a challenge  to  Communists  and  raise  in  them 
the  question:  What  kind  of  people  are  these 
Christians  and  what  kind  of  strength  do  they 
have  which  enables  them  to  live  among  us 
fearlessly,  truthfully,  full  of  love  and  kindness 
and  readiness  to  serve?  Only  if  Christianity 
gives  Christians  thus  strength  can  it  conquer 
Communism.  However,  then  it  would  also  trans- 
form the  Western  World!”

REGISTRATION  FOR  YEARLY  MEETING 

The  Registration  Committee  has  prepared  the  regis- 
tration blanks  for  Yearly  Meeting,  August  7 to  11,  1961. 
If  you  did  not  receive  one  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
and  wish  to  have  one,  write  immediately  to  Friends 
Bulletin,  2814  N.E.  27th  Ave.,  Portland  12,  Oregon. 

The  completed  blanks  should  be  retiuncd  to  the 
registrar  by  fuly  21,  1961,  if  room  is  to  be  assured.  We 
will  try  to  process  registations  received  after  July  21, 
but  we  cannot  assure  places,  because  of  the  limited 
space  on  the  Westmont  Campus.  Most  of  the  rooms  are 
for  two  people,  and  there  are  a few  for  3,  4,  5 or  6. 
These  last  ones  will  be  for  families  with  children  through 
the  9th  grade  (fall,  1961);  they  are  reached  by  trail  or 
car. 

We  need  to  have  the  Acitvities  Fee  ($1.00  for  each 
person  12  and  over)  at  (he  time  registration  is  sent. 
are  also  asking  for  a $10  deposit  towards  room  and 
board  Ix'causc  wc^  may  not  have  enough  room  for  all 
vvlio  want  to  come.  If  pc'oplc  prefer  to  pa>’  \sith  one 
check,  they  may  make  out  the  t'hcck  for  the  total  amount 
and  mail  with  tlic  registration.  In  cast'  withdr;iwal  is  uc- 
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eessary,  these  amounts  will  be  refunded  if  the  registrar 
receives  the  cancellation  by  August  4. 

You  will  notice  there  is  a place  on  the  Registration 
Blank  for  special  needs.  We  will  meet  trains,  buses  or 
the  plane  limousine  ( it  brings  passengers  from  the  air- 
port into""the  center  of  Santa  Barbara).  People  will 
need  to  realize  that  the  easiest  rooms  for  attenders  who 
have  difficulty  in  walking  will  be  those  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Residence  Dorm.  The  stairs  are  not  steep, 
but  are  a full  flight. 

There,  has  been  some  di.scussion  about  the  costs  of 
Yearly  Meeting  this  year.  The  Westmont  Camims  was 
the  best  that  could  be  found  for  this  year  even  though 
the  Site  Committee  is  aware  of  its  limitations.  The 
committees  working  on  local  arrangements,  children’.s 
programs,  and  registration  are  trying  to  work  out  the 
problems  to  the  best  of  their  ability  in  order  to  help 
Yearly  Meeting  run  as  smoothly  as  i^ossible.  The  price 
is  more  than  it  has  been  at  previous  Yearly  Meetings. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  people  pay  different  amounts 
according  to  the  housing  that  is  available.  This  sugges- 
tion was  made  because  one  dorm  is  new  and  modern, 
while  the  others  are  old  and  were  not  originally  built  to 
be  dorms.  Since  the  school  charges  the  same  for  all 
rooms,  a variation  would  be  e.xtremely  complicated.  It 
has  been  our  decision  that  we  would  place  people  — as 
far  as  possible  — in  rooms  most  convenient  to  their 
needs,  without  regard  to  luxury,  architectural  design 
or  fancy  furnishings. 

With  a campus  this  rolling,  and  distances  (juite  siza- 
ble, be  sure  to  wear  comfortable  walking  shoes.  Friends 
sliould  also  remember  that  a coat  is  u.sually  necessary 
mornings  and  evenings  in  coastal  California  areas. 

Sheets  and  pillow  cases  are  provided  by  the  college, 
but  individuals  should  bring  their  own  towel  and 
blankets.  Some  blankets  may  be  rented  from  the  school 
for  60c  for  the  use  of  people  coming  by  air. 

High  school  young  people  will  be  housed  as  a unit  in 
the  Emerson  Dorm,  where  they  will  live  with  their  own 
counselors.  Each  high  school  participant  must  come  to 
Yearly  Meeting  with  a parent  or  other  adult  sponsor. 

Children  under  high  school  age  will  live  with  their 
parents  and  will  be  housed  mostly  at  Cold  Springs 
Dormitories.  This  is  a ten-minute  walk  from  the  main 
part  of  the  campus,  but  it  is  the  center  for  the  children’s 
activities. 

We  will  try  to  house  small  children  near  each  other 
in  order  that  a cooperative  use  of  night  baby  sitters  can 
be  worked  out.  These  baby  sitters  will  be  hired  by 
Santa  Barbara  Friends,  but  parents  will  need  to  help 
defray  the  cost. 

It  will  be  a big  help  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  if  parents 
of  children  under  5 provide  beds  for  these  children. 
If  you  find  you  can  not  do  so,  please  note  it  in  the 
space  on  the  registration  blank,  marked  “Special  Needs.” 

All  Young  Friends  and  children  (and  as  many  grown- 
ups as  wish)  should  bring  bathing  suits.  It  would  be 
helpful  to  have  elementary  school  children  bring  sports 
equipment  such  as  balls  of  all  kinds,  bats,  tennis  rackets, 
etc.

ART  FROM  NATURE 

Let’s  have  inexpensive,  creative  fun  at  our  Yearly 
Meeting  afternoons  of  arts  and  crafts!  All  the  family 
can  experiment  together  with  “art  from  nature.” 

The  important  supplies  are  inexpensive,  but  need  to 
be  gathered  and  brought.  Intriguing,  decorative  planti- 
mals  can  be  made  from  seeds  and  seed-pods  mounted 
on  small  sections  of  wood,  14  to  1 inch  tliick.  Seeds, 
seed-pods  and  bark  can  make  beautiful  mosaics  and 
collages.  Leaves  and  grasses  make  lovely  soji  panels. 
Press  them  in  an  old  telephone  book. 

Does  some  one  have  willow,  alder  or  birch  trees,  or 
any  other  plants  with  fibers  wliich  can  be  woven? 
Camping  on  the  way  to  Yearly  Meeting,  could  the 
children  collect  small  shells,  or  bright  pebbles  from  the 
beach?  Different  colored  sands  can  also  be  used. 

Store  these  things  in  milk  or  ice  cream  cartons  of 
various  sizes,  wliich  can  themselves  be  tinned  into 
objects  of  use  and  beauty. 

Backings  of  cardboard,  or  masonite,  glues,  paints,  and 
other  necessities  will  be  supplied.  I shall  be  looking 
forward  to  seeing  you,  with  your  surprises  — and  some 
of  my  own!

YOUNG  FRIENDS  YEARLY  MEETING 

Plans  for  Young  Eriends  Yearly  Meeting  are  well 
under  way,  and  all  of  you  can  anticipate  an  interesting, 
exciting  and  entertaining  program  at  Westmont  College, 
August  7 to  11. 

Since  our  discussion  groups  at  the  1960  Yearly  Meet- 
ing were  so  stimulating  and  helpful,  the  Young  Friends 
Interim  Committee  has  planned  to  have  various  leaders 
for  several  topics  (teen-age  morals,  public  witness  pro- 
jects, pacifism,  family  relationships,  etc.).  These  subjects 
will  fall  into  two  major  fields,  pliilosophical  topics  and 
political  topics,  and  at  every  session  a discussion  group 
from  each  field  will  be  available.  Senior  High  and 
Junior  High  Young  Friends  will  attend  these  together. 

In  addition  to  a get-acquainted  party  on  Monday  night, 
plans  are  being  made  for  a wiener  roast  and  swimming 
party  at  the  beach,  family  fun  night,  “sometlring  special” 
for  the  last  night,  and  various  activities  such  as  volley 
ball,  ping-pong,  etc.  Although  individuals  may  bring 
their  own  equipment,  Southern  California  Young  Friends 
will  have  a supply  available.  We’d  love  to  hav'e  a 
“little  orchestra,”  so  we  hope  all  who  own  and  play  an 
instrument  will  bring  it.  Each  afternoon  we  will  try’  to 
have  approximately  two  hours  of  unplanned  leisure  time. 

It  was  decided  at  Interim  that  this  year  Young 
Friends  would  forego  the  pleasure  of  dancing,  for  it 
would  add  an  extra  burden  on  oiu  already  strained 
budget  to  rent  a special  hall  off  campus.  We  may  have 
a work  project  for  one  or  more  afternoons. 

All  High  School  Young  Friends,  tenth  grade  and 
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over,  will  be  housed  in  Emerson  Hall,  a college  dormi- 
tory one  mile  from  the  main  part  of  the  campus.  Four 
adults  or  two  couples  will  room  in  Emerson  Hall  to 
act  as  supervisors.  Emerson  Hall  contains  two  wings 
wlrich  will  serve  as  separate  dorms  for  boys  and  girls. 

Housing  for  the  Junior  High  Young  Friends  will  be 
with  their  parents  on  the  main  campus.  College-age 
Friends  will  also  be  housed  on  the  main  campus. 

The  Young  Friends  Interim  Committee  also  decided 
to  use  $20  from  oirr  recreation  fund  to  help  with  the 
cost  of  renting  a school  bus  for  our  general  use.  In 
addition,  there  will  be  a 25c  charge  per  person  for 
transportation  on  our  .special  beach  outing.  Since  onlv  the 
bus  will  be  used  for  tran.sportation  ( including  from 
Emer.son  Hall  to  the  dining  room),  cars  will  not  be  used 
for  transportation.  Cars  will  not  be  permitted  in  tire 
vicinity  of  Emerson  Hall,  and  they  may  not  be  parked 
there. 

Junior  High  Young  Friends  will  have  a separate  pro- 
gram, but  will  join  the  Senior  High  group  for  the 
morning  discussions,  .some  business  sessions  (including 
the  first  one  on  Tuesdav  morning),  and  some  recreation. 
The  Young  Friends  Interim  Committee  feels  that  it 
will  be  best  for  the  9th  graders  to  be  part  of  the 
Junior  High  group  at  Yearly  Meeting.  If  a Young 
Friend  wishes  to  attend  Yearly  Meeting  without  his 
family,  he  should  find  an  adult  who  will  be  attending 
and  who  will  act  as  his  sponsor.  College-age  Friends 
will  be  considered  as  adults  rather  than  Young  Friends, 
and  mav  have  a separate  program  if  desired. 

The  Young  Friends  Interim  Committee  has  established 
the  following  rules  and  registration  will  imply  accep- 
tance of  them: 

Dormitory:  1.  It  is  to  be  undenstood  that  the  boys’ 
and  girls’  dorms  in  Emerson  Hall  are  strictly  seg- 
regated. There  are  several  lounges  on  the  first  floor 
to  be  used  for  recreation,  meetings  and  chatting. 
Any  offender';  will  be  sent  to  stay  in  a large  room 
on  the  first  floor  with  a dorm  supervisor. 

2.  Smoking  is  permitted  only  in  certain  locations. 

3.  Young  Friends  are  expected  to  keep  Emerson 
Hall  neat  and  unharmed. 

Curfew:  A sy.stem  similar  to  that  used  last  year  will 
be  used.  Curfew  will  be  regulated  according  to 
the  evening’s  activities.  Check  out  sheets  and 
permission  slips  from  parents  or  .sponsors  will  be 
required  for  evening  activities  for  which  we  leave 
the  campus. 

Cars:  See  above. 

Dancing:  The  policy  of  Westmont  College  does  not  per- 
mit dancing  on  campus. 

The  Young  Friends  Interim  Committee  has  appointed 
a Committee  of  Ministry  and  Counsel  to  deal  with  any 
special  problems  which  might  arise. 

Remember  to  pack  vour  thinking  cap,  your  funny 
bone,  and  suntan  lotion!

School,  where  they  will  be  joined  by  a similar  group 
from  the  British  Isles  and  the  Continent.  They  will 
study  Quaker  liistory  under  such  leaders  as  Elfrida 
Vipont  Foulds,  A.  Herbert  Dobbing  and  Christopher 
Holdsworth.  Bus  trips  will  be  taken  to  important  his- 
toric spots. 

The  group  then  goes  to  London  for  a few  days,  then 
on  to  Krefeld,  Germany,  for  a two-weeks  experience  in 
a work  camp.  Leaders  will  be  Xen  and  Betty  Harvey  of 
Fairmount,  Indiana,  and  the  work  camp  will  be  under 
the  supervision  of  Alun  M.  Davies,  Europe  Secretary  of 
Friends  Service  Council,  assisted  by  a group  of  German 
Friends.

Charles  Valentine’s  article,  “The  Value  of  Group 
Religion,”  (May,  1961)  prompts  me  to  express  my  con- 
viction that  a Friends  Meeting  should  be  a study-worship 
group.  We  often  recall  Fox’s  recommendation  (1647) 
that  Friends  set  up  schools  to  teach  children  “whatso- 
ex^er  things  are  cixdl  and  useful  in  creation,”  but  fail 
to  apply  that  to  adults.  We  remember  all  too  frequentlv 
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that  “being  bred  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge  was  not 
enough  to  fit  and  qualify  men  to  be  ministers  of  Christ.’' 
Faith  and  Practice  (Philadelphia,  1935)  has  an  appli- 
cable passage  on  pages  44,  45:  “This  doubtless  was  in- 
tended to  exalt  the  spiritual  qualification  and  com- 
mission of  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  not  to  depreciate 
education.  The  instruction  of  both  men  and  women  in 
whatsoever  things  are  civil  and  useful  in  creation’  must 
be  set  against  tire  narrow  view  then  prevalent  which 
reserved  the  treasurers  of  religious  knowledge  to  a pro- 
fessional class.” 

Charles  Valentine’s  dissatisfaction  with  the  limitations 
of  a meeting  for  worship  which  is  “an  emotional  experi- 
ence . . consisting  only  of  silence  . . experimenting  with 
the  unreachable  . . simple  opening  of  oneself  to  the 
higher  spirit”  must  provoke  sympathy.  One  sad  result  of 
this  kind  of  meeting  for  worship,  with  its  lack  of  vigorous 
exercise  of  the  spirit,  is  that  it  attracts  women  and  tends 
to  repel  men.  Maybe  our  divorcing  the  act  of  worship 
from  the  intellect  is  as  serious  an  error  as  divorcing  it 
from  social  action. 

While  the  old  “teaching  ministry”  can  not  be  restored 
in  the  meeting  for  worship  m our  time,  surely  there 
can  be  no  objection  to  study,  reading,  and  discussion 
which  is  carried  on  at  other  times  than  in  the  hour  of 
worship. 

I hope  Meetings  which  embark  on  the  program  which 
Charles  Valentine  recommends  will  not  confine  them- 
selves to  Shaw,  Fromm  and  Sophia  Fahs.  A good  cor- 
rective to  that  trilogy  might  be  Tillich,  Buljer,  and 
Schweitzer.  A more  neutral  intermediary  might  be 
Whitehead’s  Religion  in  the  Making.

THE  QUERY  ON  EDUCATION 

Our  annual  consideration  of  the  place  of  the  children 
in  our  Meetings  has  resulted  in  much  questioning  of  our 
attitudes  and  practices.  “Do  we  need  to  be  reminded,” 
a.sks  the  La  Jolla  Newsletter,  “that  the  children  are  an 
important  part  of  our  meeting  ( for  worship ) ? Sometimes 
their  restlessness  disturbs  our  meditation.  When  Jesus 
was  giving  a talk  and  the  mothers  brought  their  children 
that  he  might  bless  them,  the  disciples  became  irritated 
and  tried  to  get  them  awav.  When  we  are  disturbed, 
we  might  remember  Jesus’  gentle  reproach.” 

“We  should  know  our  children’s  teachers  better  and 
should  be  aware  of  what  is  taught  ( in  the  Sunday 
School),”  states  San  Fernando  Meeting.  “Our  teachers 
need  to  be  appreciated  . : When  we  have  established 
a warm  personal  relationship  with  the  teachers,  we  can 
tlien  offer  constructive  criticism. 

“Parents  should  help  their  children  to  think  beyond 
the  grossly  generalized  and  even  inisleading  statements 
in  some  history  text  books.” 


PACIFIC  OAKS 

At  its  May  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pacific 
Oaks  Friends  School  decided  to  sliorten  the  name  of  the 
organization  to  “Pacific  Oaks”,  and  to  add  to  this  legal 
name  wherever  it  is  printed  the  subheading,  “founded 
by  Friends.” 

Pacific  Oaks  commenced  in  1954  ,and  during  its  early 
years  included  a nursery  school,  junior  college  for 
young  men,  and  a Friends’  adult  education  program. 
By  1950  the  nursery  school  was  well  established,  the 
junior  college  had  moved  away,  and  the  adult  program 
had  changed.  Soon  afterward  a teacher  education  pro- 
gram was  begun,  and  this  program  attained  collt'gc 
stature  in  1959  and  now  awards  the  B.S.  (l('grc(>  and 


makes  possible  inter-institutional  M.A.’s  through  Occi- 
dental College  and  Claremont  Graduate  School. 

Repeated  questions  to  the  Board  have  satisfied  us 
that  the  old  name  does  not  accurately  convey  a clear 
conception  of  the  present  three  programs,  and  that  it 
may  actually  be  misleading.  Some  feel  the  word 
“Friends”  is  inappropriate  because  we  are  not  under 
the  care  of  a Friends  Meeting.  Others  think  “school” 
refers  to  an  elementary  or  secondary  school. 

The  Board  recognizes  the  great  indebtedness  of  Pa- 
cific Oaks  to  Friends.  We  believe  that  Friends’  princi- 
ples and  precepts,  which  have  been  so  important  in 
the  life  of  Pacific  Oaks,  will  continue  to  guide  policies 
and  practices.  We  do  not  think,  however,  that  Pacific 
Oak  should  hold  itself  out  as  a Friends  school. 

Accordingly,  after  careful  and  extensive  consideration 
the  Board  concluded  that  the  appropriate  name  is  the 
simple  one  by  which  the  school  has  come  to  be  known— 
Pacific  Oaks.  We  anticipate  there  will  be  a college, 
children’s  school,  and  community  services.  We  hope  to 
be  able  to  show  our  continuing  respect  for  our  Friends 
heritage.

The  following  Queries  were  prepared  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ministry  and  Worship  of  San  Francisco  Meet- 
ing for  consideration  by  the  Monthly  Meeting.

1.  Are  your  meetings  for  business  held  in  a spirit  of 
love,  understanding  and  forbearance?  Do  you  seek  the 
right  course  of  action  with  a patient  search  for  unity 
and  a willingness  to  accept  the  authority  of  truth? 

2.  Do  you  come  to  meeting  eager  to  search  for  God’s 
will  rather  than  to  try  to  win  acceptance  for  a previous- 
ly formed  opinion  of  yorn  own? 

3.  Are  you  prepared  to  assist  by  silent,  prayerful 
consideration,  only  speaking  if  you  feel  you  have  a help- 
ful contribution  to  make? 

The  Search  for  Unity 

4.  Do  you  listen  sympathetically,  and  wait  to  con- 
.sider  each  suggestion  before  speaking  to  it? 

5.  Do  you  give  each  member  credit  for  purity  of 
motive,  notwithstanding  differences  of  opinion? 

6.  Is  your  love  for  your  neighbor  so  strong  that 
you  are  as  eager  to  understand  as  to  be  understood? 
Reaching  Decisions 

7.  Do  you  speak  briefly  and  without  repetition?  Do 
you  speak  clearly  and  loudly  enough  to  be  heard  by  all? 

8.  When  the  clerk  is  searching  for  the  sense  of  the 
Meeting,  do  you  express  our  view  without  undue  delay? 

9.  Do  you  avoid  bringing  to  meeting  for  business 
matters  that  should  first  be  considered  by  a committee? 
Accepting  Decisions 

10.  When  a decision  is  being  reached,  with  which 
you  disagree,  do  you  accept  your  responsibility  to  speak 
at  that  time  rather  than  later? 

11.  Do  you  refrain  from  pressing  your  own  ^4ews 
unduly,  if  the  judgment  of  the  Meeting  ol)viousl>-  in- 
clines to  some  other  view? 

12.  When  the  Meeting  has  come  to  a decision,  do 
you  accept  it  as  “our”  decision,  rather  than  “theirs”? 


SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

Some  of  the  pangs  of  growing  ]iains  were  f\4t  as  the 
llalf-Yc  arlv  Meeting  held  its  fourth  session  at  Orange 
Grove  Meeting  House,  Ma>'  14,  1961. 

A high  toiu'  was  rcaclu'd  in  the  morniug  meeting  for 
worship,  which  carried  through  to  tlu'  afternoon  busi- 
uc'ss  sc'ssion.  An  hour  was  sc't  aside  in  the  aitiMiuHin  for 
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the  various  committees  and  the  Young  Friends  to  meet. 

Members  from  ten  Meetings  and  one  worsliip  group 
participated.  Almost  all  Meetings  reported  an  increase 
in  size  and  in  the  scope  of  their  activities  and  outreach, 
so  that  primary  considerations  affecting  many  have  to 
do  with  steps  toward  acquiring  a meeting  place,  and 
with  concern  for  Sunday  School  programs. 

The  very  process  of  the  business  meeting  came  in  for 
some  consideration,  much  of  it  prompted  by  the  helpful 
“Quaker  Dialogues”  led  by  Rachel  Davis  DuBois  recently 
in  many  Meetings.  One  Meeting  stated  in  its  report: 
“Perhaps  the  central  task  for  us  is  to  gather  ourselves 
and  our  energies  to  the  center  of  the  Meeting  where 
there  is  found  incoming  life  for  the  outgoing  life.  We 
seek  a greater  relatedness  between  the  periphery  and 
the  center.” 

A large  measure  of  the  session  resolved  into  con- 
sideration of  two  issues:  1)  inter-relationships  in  Friends 
organization  between  the  individual  and  the  several 
organizational  levels,  including  the  movement  of  con- 
cerns upward,  and  the  consideration  of  what  properly 
moves  downward,  and  2)  most  pressingly  at  this  ses- 
sion, where  in  fact  does  decision-making  rest.  Specifical- 
ly, we  considered  whether  a Half-Yearly  Meeting  may 


make  a decision  without  the  endorsement  of  all  tlie 
Monthly  Meetings.  Does  it  act  as  a body  of  Friends  seek- 
ing unity  of  its  members,  or  is  it  a collection  of  “re]rre- 
sentatives”? 

The  issue  wliich  brought  this  to  the  fore  was  the 
question  of  affiliation  with  the  regional  Council  of 
Churches,  which  had  been  presented  a year  ago,  and 
on  which  there  still  was  not  agreement  at  the  third 
.session.  It  was  suggested  that  on  procedural  matters,  the 
Half-Yearly  Meeting  could  properly  act  as  a body,  ac- 
cepting the  prevaihng  view,  but  that  on  substantive 
issues  involving  the  deeper  philosophical  and  religious 
concepts  and  convictions,  there  should  be  the  full  sup- 
port of  every  Meeting.  On  either  basis  — as  a Half-Year- 
ly Meeting  body  or  as  a collection  of  Meetings  — there 
was  not  unity  on  the  question  and  the  Half-Yearly 
Meeting  was  not  prepared  to  act.  Referred  to  the  Con- 
tinuing Committee  ( Interim ) of  the  Half-Yearly  Meet- 
ing were  both  questions:  participation  in  the  Council 
of  Churches,  and  a deeper  study  of  inter-relation.ships 
and  the  decision-making  process. 

Under  less  organizational  pressure,  the  Young  Friends 
had  a fruitful  se.ssion.  They  reported  having  centered 
on  three  major  projects  this  year,  including  being  chal- 
lenged as  hosts  for  Yearly  Meeting.  They  are  also  plan- 
ning a small  “roughing-it”  camp  for  some  time  after 
Yearly  Meeting  for  “deeper  personal  searching.”  In 
their  .sharing  of  ideas  they  discussed  principles  under- 
lying non-participation  in  civil  defense  and  developed 
questions  for  future  discussion,  many  dealing  with 
‘wanting  to  know  what  we  as  Quakers  believe.” 

The  adult  Meeting,  under  pressure  of  time,  with  a 
heavy  agenda,  was  not  able  to  maintain  throughout  the 
Quaker-sought  meditative  spirit.  The  findings  of  one 
member  Meeting,  submitted  before  this  session,  were  as 
though  pre-tailored  for  the  occasion  to  state  the  con- 
dition of  the  larger  Meeting  as  well  as  its  own: 

“We  are  working  toward  a fuller  understanding  of 
Friends  processes  of  reaching  decisions  in  our  meetings 
for  business.  We  reahze  that  these  meetings  are  not  al- 
ways held  in  ‘expectant  waiting  for  divine  guidance.’  But 
we  have  known  moments  that  were  truly  centered.  Who 
will  say  that  growth  proceeds  without  a struggle?”
